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SIN AGAINST THE 
HOLY GHOST

Now for several thonths I have felt 
both a desire and a necessity of writ- 
ing upon this important subject. This 
sin is greatly misunderstood, thereby 
causing destruction often times among 
some of God’s children. The subject 
does not altogether readily present it- 
self unto one’s mind, but may careful- 
ly unfold itself by prdper consulting 
of the scriptures relating to it.The text 
will come from Matt. 12:31, 32, 
“Wherefore I say unto you, All man- 
ner of sin and blasphemy shall be for- 
given unto men: but the blasphemy 
against the Holy Ghost shall not be 
forgiven unto men, And whosoever 
speaketh a word against the Son of 
man, it shall be forgiven him: but 
whosoever speaketh against the Holy 
Ghost, it shall not be forgiven him, 
neither in this world, neither in the 
world to come.” 

BLASPHEMY 

Is defined as indignity against God, 
offered to God in words, writing, or 
signs; also claiming the attributes or 
prerogative of deity; abusive action or 
expression; calumny or _ vilification. 
The uttérance of the text came as a 
result of the Pharisees having ascribed 
the healing of the demoniac unto Beel- 
zebub which was an expression of in- 
dignation against God as well as mis- 
placing the attributes of deity. It was 
ascribing the works of God unto Sa- 
tan, thus betraying and humiliating 
God among His people, destroying the 
influence and presence of God among 
them by creating misapprehension and 
unbelief. 











WHO MAY COMMIT 

Sin against the Holy Ghost may be | 
committed by anyone, except those} 
who are led by Him and could be com- 
mitted by them in the event of their 
rebellion against Him. 

Sin against the Holy Ghost is not 
classed among any of the many sins 
that men may commit. It is classed by 
itself because of the high character 
and nature of the sin itself. The Holy 
Ghost has come in Christ’s name and 
stead to lead men unto Christ and re- 
veal the things of God unto men. 
Therefore, when men commit this sin 
they ¢ommit an extraordinary sin, 
they sin against light and knowledge. 
They further shut up the door of light 
and hope, thus intensifying their sin 
and darkness, and at the same time 
having ‘no other source of light or 
revelation of Christ, without whom 
men are lost. The sin, therefore, im- 
mediately becomes unalterable because 
of its fixing the destiny of the soul 
that rejects its leading. 


DANGEROUS GROUND OF 
ARGUMENT 


Has constantly been opened among 
God’s children by argument about the 
above mentioned sin. Some have as- 
sumed that sin against the Holy Ghost 
may not be committed by those who 
do not possess Him. This is danger- 
ous ground as well as an error. The 
Pharisees had not even been convert- 
ed, much less having received the 
Holy Ghost because He had not been 
given yet but was manifesting Himself 
through the ministry of Christ. If an 
unconverted Pharisee may commit this 
sin, anyone else may commit such, 

When the Holy Ghost begins work- 
ing among men, some open their 
hearts unto Him unto whom He re- 
veals and imparts Christ. Those who 
reject His revelation of Christ and re- 
fuse to accept the repentance wrought 
out by Him automatically shut them- 
selves out of the kingdom of God. The 
work of the Holy Ghost is described 
in John 16:8-11, “And when he is 
come, he will reprove the world of sin, 
and of righteousness, and of judg- 
ment.” Thus when the Holy Ghost be- 
gins to reprove the world of sin, He 
has come to convict and meet out the 
punishment of repentance unto the 
lost and dying world. The leading of 
the. world unto Christ comes in this 
manner, and any man that may reject 
the Holy Ghost in these stages just as 
assuredly commits a sin against Him 
as those who reject Him in any stage 
of life or His development. 

As the tiny spring in the mountain 
develops into a rivulet and then a 
great river, just so the striving and 
conviction of the Holy Ghost against 
sin in men’s lives is the beginning of 
that which later develops into the de- 
voted and mature saint of God. Rejec- 
tion or sin against Him in the early 
stages is as much sin against the Holy 
Ghost as at any time in life. Some

Great Revival 





“This is the Lord’s doings; it is 
marvelous in our eyes.” Psa, 118:23. 
To realize the full significance of 


these words is to be present when the 
Lord God Almighty is manifesting 
Himself thru human instrumentality. 
If you could be in the wonderful revi- 
val now in progress at the Church of 
God in Detroit, Mich. you would catch 
the spirit of these words; if you could 





look into the faces of the people weep- 
ing their way thru to victory, and see 
their countenance light up with the 
glory of God, and hear their exultant 
shouts of freedom, you too would ery 
out with the church at Detroit, “This 
is the Lord’s doings and it is marvel- 
ous.” 

I have been in some great meetings; 
was a participant and spectator during 
some of Eldorado, Illinois’ greatest re 
vivals, but I don’t believe I have ever 
witnessed a more glorious revival than 
the one now in progress here, The 
same God that poured out of His Spirit 
on the day of Pentecost and has in 
these last days so wonderfully worked 
in the South land sweeping thousands 
thru to victory, is working here de- 
spite the pessimistic forecast of those 
who prophesied it was impossible to 
have a successful revival in Detroit. 
The walls of Jericho are fallen! The 
shout of the victors is yet in their 
mouth and peals forth in defiance of 
the adversary. 

Some may read this article, enjoy it 
and appreciate the spirit in which it 
is written, but only those faithful ones 
who have fought shoulder to shoulder, 
those who have prayed together, wept 
together, and struggled together in 
their fight against heresies, false doc- 
trines, false brethren, false teachers, 
and financial handicaps, can appreci- 
ate the grand strides of the Church of 
God at Detroit as she marches on from 
victory to victory, as a mighty army 
with banners. Thanks be to our Cap- 
tain Jesus Christ our Lord! If this 
meeting continues as it has in the past 
few weeks, Detroit will cry out with 
Thessalonica, saying, “These that have 
turned the world upside down are 
come hither also.” Such is the influ- 
ence and weight of a revival that has 
been born of much prayer. There were 
days when some one was supposed to 
be praying every minute of the day, 
and all were to pray at a given hour 
each day, intermingled with the pray- 
ers of those who were especially bur- 
dened for iost souls. Brother and Sis- 
ter Cross have and are fighting a good 
fight, their messages being delivered 
by the might and power of the Holy 
Ghost. Their efforts are being reward- 
ed by God placing His approval upon 
their work by extending His hand to 
save, to heal, to sanctify and baptize 
with the Holy Ghost. I recall their 
words on our return trip from the As- 
sembly, of how they were planning to 
work harder (if possible) this year 
than before. Oh how we longed for a 
great revival! to have the blessed Holy 
Ghost take possession and see souls 
moved by Him. 

The revival was commenced about a 
week from the day of our. arrival 
home. Three weeks of hard fighting 
and discouraging features would ap- 
pear, but somehow we felt that we 
could hear the distant rumblings of 
thunder and the abundance of rain. 
The storm broke,.souls began to get 
saved, sanctified and baptized with the 
Holy Ghost, people being healed by the 
mighty power of God. After the first 
outpour we thought possibly we had 
reached the zenith, but another great 
outpour came, and another, the Holy 
Ghost often taking charge and there 
would be no preaching. And again 
Brother and Sister Cross would give 
forth the Word of God under the ‘in- 
spiration of the Holy Ghost, hard-heart- 
ed sinners breaking down under severe 
conviction. One night God was pres- 
ent in such a wonderful manner that 
heavenly music and singing was heard, 
souls were crying out to God. One 
brother received the Holy Ghost while 
sitting in the audience. He testified 
that while he sat in his seat a great 
light appeared overhead and when he 
came to himself he was speaking in 
other tongues. Sunday night the Holy 
Ghost took complete charge. To have 
beheld the scene would have caused 
you to think of heaven. Then too, I can 
see in my mind’s eye the people as 
they arose from their seats making 
their way to the altar, and recall the 
shouts and exclamations of praise. Six 
received the Holy Ghost, some saved 
and sanctified.

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Making Proof of 
| The Ministry 


“MAKE FULL PROOF OF THY MIN- 
ISTRY,” 2 Tim. 4:5. 


From the standpoint orf righteous- 
ness no position in life has greater 
honor connected with it than those 
surrounding the ministry. He (the 
minister) is not engaged in things 
transient and perishable, but in things 
eternal. Of all who have committed un- 
to them positions of honor, trust, and 
responsibility, he has the greatest. His 
work is connected with eternal issues, 
the souls of men are in his care, and 
he must answer in person for them at 
the judgment. This is clearly set forth 
in the case of Ezekiel. God set him a 
watchman on the walls of Zion and de- 
clared that if he should fail, the blood 
of lost souls would be required at his 
hand. 

Let us now notice some specific 
things by which he is to make proof 
of his ministry, and notice it is to be 
FULL proof. Full proof would mean 
that he is to make one hundred per 
cent in all that is connected with him 
in his relation to God who gave him 
his commission, to himself as the am- 
bassador of Christ, his deportment, his 
demeanor, his faithfulness to his work. 

In the first clause in the verse con- 
taining our text he is to “watch in all 
things.” He is to watch for souls. He 
has the care of souls, the greatest 
trust ever committed to an individual. 
He must try to build a hedge of Bible 
truth around them till it will be hard 
for Satan to get over, that he might 
sow his vile seeds of false teachings 
and doctrines, and in case he is not 
as successful as he would like to be, 
he must see that these seéds do not: 
spring up and come to maturity. He 
| must speak the things that become 
| sound doctrine, he must be apt and 
| able to teach. He should be able to 
teach the aged men, the aged women, 
also the young men and young women, 
(See Titus 1.) No wonder he should 
study to show himself approved unto 
God, a workman that needeth not to 
be ashamed, rightly dividing the Word 
of truth. (See 2 Tim. 2:15.) It is em- 
barrassing to see some messengers 
knowing they have access to their 
Bibles. Brother, you are to preach the 
Word. (2 Tim. 4:2.) How are you to 
do it when you never put forth an ef- 
fort to inform yourself with it, much 
| less rightly divide it? How pitiful to 
see you floundering around in the pul- 
pit before an intelligent public! Study 
your Bible, study the needs of your 
congregation, then share your wonk- 
manship by being able to adapt your 
message to the several needs of your 
hearers. 

The next clause in the verse con- 
taining our text is “endure afflic- 
tions.” These words are not intended 
to convey the idea that we are to be 
sick all the time. You can be healed 
the same as others, even if you have 
to take a little wine for the stomach’s 
sake (1 Tim. 5:23) in obeying the laws 
of health. Such conduct is vitally con- 
nected with divine healing. The af- 
flictions referred to are mentioned in 
2 Tim. 1:9, “But be thou partaker of 
the afflictions of the gospel,” such as 
“enduring hardness as a good soldier of 
Jesus Christ,” (2 Tim. 2:4), “suffer- 
ing trouble as an evil doer,” (2 Tim. 
2:9), persecution, “Yea, all that will 
live godly in Christ Jesus shall suffer 
persecutions,” (2 Tim. 3:12). He must 
do the work of an evangelist (2' Tim. 
4:5). Timothy is here receiving  in- 
structions as a pastor. He was at this 
time pastoring a ehurch. Every minis- 
ter should have enough of fire and 
zeal to be able to supply this need in 
his church. If the pastors would do 
this kind of work in their churches, 
the regular evangelist could be kept 
in new territory. Just so long as we 
pastors neglect to do this work and 
depend on the regular evangelist to 
hold all the revivals, just that long we 
will be circumscribed to our present 
limits. A better way is for each pastor 
to lay on his face before God till God 
anoints him for this work in his ow:. 
church. Stimulate a missionary spirit 
among your own people and raise the 
money that it would take to get a regu- 
lar evangelist to do it for you, then 
support the evangelist in a new field. 
Pastors could swap work at much less 
expense. Let us keep the regular evan- 
gelist in new fields. Oh, there is so 
much to say on this subject! 

The minister must not only make 
full proof of his ministry in these 
things but be must watch his coaduct.

When sending money to Headquarters by check, money order, or express 
money order, please make them payable to either The Church of God Publishing 
House or Church of God General Secretary and Treasurer. Do not put personal 
names on them, as all money that comes here is either for tithes, orphanage or 


ORDERING LITERATURE AND MERCHANDISE 


Sometimes it happens that one party orders merchandise and another party 
sends money for same. When doing so, the name of the original purchaser 
should be given on our books. To make it plain we will say that Sam Jones 
ordered Sunday School literature, but did not send cash with his order. On 
our records we have Sam Jones charged with this order of literature. Maybe 
in a week or two Bill Brown sends the money for this order, but does not state 
in his letter that Sam Jones ordered it. Then we must write a letter to Bill 
Brown making inquiry as to what purpose this money is to be used. 

TREASURER’S AND MINISTER’S REPORTS , 

We appreciate the way the treasurers of the local churches are reporting. 
Most all the reports come in promptly at the beginning of each month. Of 
course, some are failing to report at all, and we encourage them to do so. Even 
if you have taken in no tithes during the month, you should make reports, We 
frequently get letters from the different state overseers asking for information 
which we get from the treasurer’s reports that are sent in each month. ; 

Some of the ministers make their reports late in the month and by so 
doing their names are left off the summary list that is sent to the state over- 
seers each month. We usually make this summary of reports about the 18th of 
each month, and if your report comes in later than that they will not appear 
on this sheet of paper. Please remember this and be prompt about reporting.— 


ORPHANAGE 


Our coupon drive has amounted to 116,398 coupons and there are a few 
packages that have come in since the last count, in which possibly there are a 
thousand coupons. It will take 139,000 to put in our bath room—three bath 
tubs, three lavatories, three commodes, one double drain kitchen sink, two hot 
water boilers, including pipe. Remember that all this costs us is to get 139,000 
coupons. We lack 22,602 coupons having enough to pay for the bath room equip- 
ment. And for 100,000 coupons we can fit up sixty beds. This would give us 
room for several more children. Thanking you for your cooperation in this 
drive, I am looking for the remainder of the coupons right away. 


GENERAL INDEBTEDNESS 


I am mentioning this again so our people will thoroughly understand that 
this coupon book drive was fallen upon by the General Indebtedness Committee 
and was recommended to the Assembly and the Assembly accepted it. I wish 
to further state that there has not been a penny of indebtedness saddled upon 
the Church since the division, with the exception of the orphanage farm. This 
was purchased for $8,000 and in the last two years we have paid $5,000 on this 
farm. We owe a balance of $3,000. In fact, we have paid a few thousand dollars 
of the indebtedness from the different departments outside of the general in- 


One party wrote a state overseer and asked if he was going to stand by 
S. W. Latimer in his indebtedness drive. I wish to state that not a penny of 
debt has been saddled on the church by S. W. Latimer or his coworkers except 
the orphanage farm. But we are paying the debts that were saddled on the 
Church by the unskillful management of those before the division and this debt 
belongs to every church, with its members, that belongs to the Assembly. Now 
if I had the money of my own I would pay every penny of it, but we will have 
to trust the Lord for the remainder of the funds. 

As I have stated before, in the last three years, including the principal and 
interest paid, there has been $30,000 dollars of the indebtedness paid. I am sure 
many have contributed to this fund at a sacrifice. First and last, I have given 
aver $200 to this fund myself and I am still willing to give. I do hope we will 
all pull together until the last penny is paid. May God’s richest blessings be with

Holy Spirit until He leaves them, dur- 
ing times of conviction. Others by re- 
jection and sin against Him after He 
has come into their lives to lead and 
guide them. 

HE WILL REPROVE RIGHT- 
EOUSNESS 
In men’s lives when their righteous- 
ness is below or out of harmony with 
the will and mind of God, men who 
are themselves, righteous men, but 
who are not in the fullest and higher 
life of God’s righteousness, may like- 
wise commit sin against the Holy 
Ghost by refusing to repent and meas- 
ure their lives by God’s standard of 
righteousness, thus minifying God’s 
righteousness. So to speak, they are 
trying to steady the ark to keep it 
from falling. However, God’s grace is 
sufficient and He will reprove us if 
we are applying personal righteous- 
ness, and rebellion at such times is sin 
against the Holy Ghost. 

REPROVING JUDGMENT 

Is wrought out in men’s lives by the 
Holy Ghost when they are themselves 
wresting judgment out of its rightful 
place and position. It is the purpose 
and mission of the Holy Ghost to be- 
gin with an unregenerated creation 
and convict and convert and make 
righteousness and present that crea- 
tion unto Christ without spot or 
wrinkle, without blemish or such like. 
And during this stage of life, however 
immature the child of God may be, 
from the time of conviction he or she 
may resist, reject, despise, and thereby 
sin against,the Holy Ghost. 

A WORD AGAINST THE SON 

OF MAN 

May be spoken without meeting the 
severe penalty of unforgiveness. The 
Son of man was Himself the sacrifice 
for our sins, and to speak against that 
sacrifice as the Son of man would it- 
self be pardonable as any other of 
men’s sins among men or against 
them. But the salvation that is offered 
to the lost and dying human race thru 
the sacrifice of the Son of man is it- 
self begun and wrought out by the 
Holy Ghost, both in the birth of Jesus 
and the offering of the sacrifice upon 
the cross. See Luke 1:35; Heb. 9:14. 
Therefore, when men may reject and 
tamper with the Holy Ghost they are 
meddling with things and influences 
that are eternal. 

MANIFESTATION OF THE 

KINGDOM OF GOD 

Is likewise itself brought about by 
the subduction of the Satanic powers 
of Satan. Jesus, therefore, when in re- 
ply to the Pharisees is frank to state, 
“If I cast out devils by the Spirit of 
God, then the kingdom of God is come 
unto you.” Matt. 12:28. The Holy Ghost 
brings about the kingdom of God, 
Rom, 14:17. Therefore, He empowers 
those who accept Him to be judges of 
those who reject Him. 

HATH NEVER FORGIVENESS 

Neither in this world, neither in the 
world to come. This is a natural 
sequence because of the nature of the 
sin itself. Since, as we have already ex- 
plained, salvation begins with the con- 
viction and reproof of the Holy Ghost 
the rejection would naturally fix the 
state of the soul in an unforgivable 
state. Forgiveness from sin cannot be 
forgiven when the agent that brings 
about that forgiveness is Himself re- 
jected and driven away.The individual, 
therefore, who does such capitalizes 
his past sins by sinning against the 
Holy Ghost, which when done leaves 
the individual in his sins. This kind of 
sin is rather like a man that is a sin- 
ner but who last of all commits suicide 
and goes out to meet God with this 
capital sin and destruction of himself 
by his own will or hand. Mark 3:29 
says he “is in danger of eternal 
damnation.” Dr. Scofield puts it “is 
bound by an eternal sin.” The Greek 
word is Enochos which means, held 
in, bound by, liable or subject to pen- 
alty; liable to be accused of crime. 
And certainly so if men will reject the 
Holy Spirit that comes to reveal Christ 
unto them, who Himself is also their 
Guide and Comforter and without the 
intercession of which we may not be 
saved; there could be but one result 
and that is that men are “held in,” 
bound by, and liable for the sins of 
the age, capitalized by the rejection 
of the Holy Ghost Himself who as a 
faithful guide and witness will testify 
against men in the judgment, aiding 
in and meeting out their judgment.

house of God which is the chureh of 
the living God, the pillar and ground 
of the truth (1 Tim. 3:15). He is to 
be an example to believers (1 Tim. 
4:12). 

1. In word, His word must be His 
bond. He must not take too many 
risks. Many of our ministers have been 
extravagant on that line and are suf- 
fering badly. Their ministry is ham- 
pered and their influence is crippled. 
Good men they are but hurting and 
embarrassed. He (the minister) should 
be careful about buying on time. Re 
member you are to suffer as well as 
preach and doing without when th? 
pinch comes is not near as bad as fac- 
ing your creditors who feel like you 
ought to pay them when you can’t. 

2. ‘He must be an example tm con- 
versation. Many a minister has im- 
paired his ministry by light, chaffy, 
and sometimes vulgar and filthy con- 
versations. We are to be holy in all 
manner of conversation (1 Peter 1:15). 

3. He must be an example in char- 
ity. Some pastors are so stingy you 
could hardly force an invitation to 
hospitality. His door should stand open 
to those in need. He should not expect 
his church to bear all the burdens. He 
is to help entertain and contribute to 
every cause of the church. A_ close 
fisted and stingy preacher will have 
but few admirers and friends. 

4. He must be an example in spirit. 
This has reference to disposition. Oh 
what spirits some preachers have! 
There is the spirit of covetousness, al- 
ways looking out for the best place, 
“wire-pulling and politicing” for it 
while the more deserving ministers 
suffer. 

Then there is the spirit of lascivi- 
ousness. Oh, what a spirit for a preach- 
er to have. The good, sweet wife of his 
youth is at home trying to care for his 
sweet babies and lovely girls, the ones 
who have the only claim to his affec- 
tion and love, and him out posing him- 
self as a preacher and proving himself 
traitor to God, the Church, and his 
family. 

I once saw an angry bull who could 
meet any other of his kind. There was 
nothing that could stand before him. 
But in his nose was a little ring and 
a small child began walking up toward 
him with a small rope in her hand. 
With flattering words she drew near- 
er until finally she stroked his neck 
gently with one hand while with the 
other she snapped the end of the rope 
to the ring in the animal’s nose. He 
was at her mercy. After leading him 
around for awhile she led him into a 
stall and closed the door. His freedom 
and liberty was shorn from him. Let 
us make the application. See that giant 
in the pulpit. Hear him as he sways 
the multitude with his knowledge of 
the Word and the anointing of God’s 
Spirit. He can meet the infidel and 
skeptic and win in every conflict. He 
can meet the enemy of souls and res- 
cue his subjects from his grasp. His 
fame is spoken of everywhere. But in 
his nose is the ring of lust. Despite his 
great influence and ability he keeps 
his nose in the air. The bystanders no- 
tice this peculiar spirit of the preacher 
but oh, he is such a strong man he 
doesn’t mean anything. But do you see 
that soft rose mouthed flirt and flap- 
per? She is coming toward this great 
man. Gossip begins everywhere, a kind 
of underbreath affair. A few friends 
venture a gentle warning which 
is not heeded. See! she approach- 
es, gossip increases, friends warn, 
but to no avail. He seems to have 
lost his bearings. The sweet let- 
ters that used to wing their way to 
wife and babies are becoming few. 
Then they are not filled with endear- 
ing words as of yore, maybe just a 
card now and then. Look! that flirt is 
becoming bolder, that strong preacher 
is acting as though he were under 
some enchanting spell. Will he stand? 
Will he yield? Look! she fastens the 
cord.
